SHOCKING CHARGES. 


Conductors of Periodical 
Prosecuted. 

Four men charged with coo- 
apiring to corrupt pubic morala 
ia connaction with the publica- 
tion of The Link, a matrimonial 
agency paper. appearod before 
the Lord Mayor at the Mansion 
House. The defendants were >— 
. Alfred Walter Barrett, autbor 
and publisher, of Balham. 

Geoffrey Bevis Ingman Smith, 
clerk, of Entield. 

William Ernest Hunter Smsth, 
brary assistant, of Belfast. 

Walter Stuart Birks, independ: 
ent af Carlisle. ‘ _ 

Sir Richard Muir, for the pro- 
secution, said shc ¢as> waa of 
such a natute as to prohibit it 
being opentd in detail. 

Barrett was the proprietor and 
editor of » monthis publication 
which appeared to have startet 
in 1915 under the name of Cupid's 
Meswnuger, und which described 
itself as the only monthly ~ prac- 
tigally devated to love interests.” 

In February 1916 this name 
was abandoned for that of The 
Lint. Tho publication now con- 
sisied almot entirely of ad- 
vertisements, which, said counsel, 
wero from ladies who wisbed ta 
be introduced to gantlemen, gen- 
tlemen wha wished to b> intro- 
doced to ladies, and men yho 
wished to be introduced to ren. 

Counsel quoted examples to 
show their character. and said 
that Barrett had a number of 
warnings. In 1916 ‘the police 
officer told him that advertise- 
ments might be used to secure 
recruits for the white slave traffic, 
but Barrett reaudisted any such 
suggestion. 

When Barrett was arrested 
continued Sir Richard, a large 
number of immoral letters were 
found. His method was to cen- 
sor thess letters, and then to 
bring the advortisers and corres- 
pondentsin touch with each other 
to write what they chose.

The Premier’s speech tu the Imperial Conference. like 
that of Mr. Chamberlain in the Commons at the week-end, 
follows in general the lines anticipated. Variuus questions 
have been touched upon. but the transcending theme is the 
Anglo-Japanese Alltance. with which, indeed, many of the 
other points raised. such as defence and disarmament. are 
bound up. Parenthetically one may express the hope that 
the Alliance. extremely important though it is, will not be 
-allowed to dominate the Conference discussions to the 
exclusion of allelse. For instance, Mr. T. P. O'Connor 
wants Ireland discussed. and if the Dominions van help in 
solving the dilemma presented by that distressed land 
assuredly their servives will be welcome. Many points in 


regard to.inter-Imperial relations also demand attention.|. 


But, all said and dune, the overshaduwing question is the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance and the problems cognate thereto. 
* “The discussion in the Commons did not bring out any 
direct opposition to the Allianve. Members of the Coalt- 
tion. the Labour, and the Nationalist parties spoke. but. 
while all passed strictures of varying kind. none proposed 
that the Alliance be dropper! and, apparently, Sir Courtney 
Bennett's concern was whether Japan was now sufficiently 
powerful to be a valuable ally’ | Commander Bellairs 
promptly supplied the antidote by suggesting that Japan 
was spending excessively upon armaments, regarding which 
it is sufficient to observe at the moment that the percentage 
of the Budget which Nippon is devoting to this purpose. 
heavily as it may fall upon the taxpayer. is misleading. 
" On account of her extensive revenues, America’s Naval 
» Appropriation bears a much smaller proportion to the 
Budget while the sum is much larger. Mr. Chamberlain, 
the Government spokesman, was cautious im his survey. 
‘yet it wes manifest that he favours a renewal of the 
‘Alliance. The Leader of the House paid a tribute to 
Japan's assistance in’ the war.on the une hand. and 
then. setting himself to southe American susceptibilities. 
declared his conviction that there was no occasion for any 
_ apprehension on the part of our cousins. It must, be the 
object of the Empires statemen, he said. “to secure such 
co-operation of the great Powers of the Pacific as. would 
prevent 2 new competition in armaments and secure the 
peace of the Pacific and the lands abutting thereon.” 

This surely trends in the direction of the proposal 
recently made in the North Chins Daily News by an American 
gentleman. Mr. Geo. EH. Fairchild, though Mr. Chamberlain 

“+ did not commit himself to any suggestion of a combined 
-agreement with the United States. The Premier's speech 
makes the same points as his colleague's, perhaps with 
greater emphasis. and with direct allusion to China, 
who, as Mr. Lloyd “George says. looks to Britain for 
sympathetic treatment and fair play. The Premier under- 
"ined Britain's desire for friendly co-operation with the 
United States as a cardinal principle in Empite policy, 
but he, likewise, gave no hint of a specific method for 
_giving this effect, except ‘to say that American overtures 
for disarmament would'be cordially received. It may be 
_that Mr. ‘Lloyd George did not wish to go too far in 
anticipating the views of the Dominions. The indications 
‘suggest the renewal of the alliance in some. modified form. 
“and in settling the new provisions it behoves ‘the Empire's 
represeitatives to give due heed to such questions as Shan-
